He  was  trying  to  start  club  called  "National  Silver  Bar  Collectors 
Association"  (N.S.B.C.A)  where  each  member  would  receive  a 
bar.  Financial  problems  cause  him  to  sell  most  of  his  bars  to  save 
his  business. 

Tom  Greathouse,  on  the  other  hand,  decided  to  strike  out  on  his 
own.  He  has  used  five  different  mints  to  make  his  first  43  issues.

Die  broke  after  974  bars  were  struck. 

(3)  Man-O-War  bar  by  Pioneer  Mint  supposedly  had  a 
cracked  Die.  -  Actually,  the  die  never  cracked. 

Minter  had  sold  Guilde’s  silver  and  was  in  short  supply. 
Guilde  demanded  that  his  bar  be  struck  so  he  could  meet  his 
demands.  --  To  get  even  the  minter  cut  a  crack  that  made  it  appear 
the  horse  was  urinating  -  4,800  bars  were  struck  of  this  supposed 
cracked  die..

COIN  and  MEDAL  REVERSES 

I  am  sure  that  all  of  us  are  aware  there  are  two  ways  to 
align  the  Obverse  to  the  Reverse.  If  the  two  sides  coincide,  the 
item  is  turned  from  side  to  side  to  have  the  Obverse  and  Reverse 
match.  This  is  called  a  Medal  Strike. 

Undoubtedly,  this  was  brought  about  because  Medals  are 
generally  attained  to  a  ribbon  and  worn  as  a  decoration.  It  is  far 
easier  to  turn  the  medal  from  side  to  side  than  flip  it  up  and  over 
itself. 

The  Coin  Strike  finds  the  Obverse  one  hundred  and  eighty 
degrees  ditterent  than  the  Reverse.  In  orucr  to  have  uoverse  and 
reverse  match,  the  item  has  to  be  turned  top  to  bottom  or  visa 
versa.  You  will  find  Rounds  that  are  Coin  Struck,  but  far  more 
are  Medal  Struck. 

After  all  this  discussion,  I  would  like  to  know  how  the 
Com  Strike  came  into  existence,  and  why  the  reversal  of  dies.  — 
I’ve  talked  with  several  people  who  know  the  coin  world.  None  of 
them  has  given  a  satisfactory  answer.  Is  there  any  one  in  the  club 
that  can?.
